woollens would be about twenty-five 
per cent, Woollen hosiery is very 
searce, and almost impossible to ob- 
tain, It is not a question of price or 
quality, im fact, in-the buying of hos- 
jery, but simply whether deliveries 
can .be made within a reasonably 
time. ‘Many deliveries are ‘being ob- 
tained from the States at the present 
time, owing to the Canadian factories 
being tied up with war orders, 

Woollen dress goods have also ad- 
vanced in price considerably, not only 
because of the difficulty of obtaining 
yarn, but also because of the searecity 
of dyes. Coton dress goods have gone 
up in price as well, and the Revillon 
company, in order to meet require- 
ments, have placed orders for deliver- 
ies As far ahead as the first of 1907, 

Another noticeable increase has 
ben in steel goods, such as galvanized 
sheets, nails, and wire,
